finds reasons to bring her up, adds 
the source. “He’ll see something and

In personal matters, discretion 
is Foxx’s inclination. “I like to stay 
quiet with anyone that I’m dating — 
that I’m really, really dating,” 
he once told Entertainment Tonight.

Who needs a palace? The 
duchess settles into her dream 
estate in Norfolk, England

T he Duchess of 
Cambridge was 
feeling chatty. As she 
roamed Margate, 
England’s Turner Contem- 
porary gallery, she struck 
up a conversation with 
artist Gavin Turk about 
his . . . beard. “She asked 
me how much I needed 
to take care of it,” he told 
Us. “She seemed quite 
fascinated.” Minutes later, 
she spoke with University 
of Creative Arts student 
Harley Russel about her 
second pregnancy. Gently 
stroking her Hobbs-clad 
bump, the royal pro- 
claimed, “Not long now!” 

One month, to be 
exact, which leaves Kate 
just a few weeks to put 
the finishing touches on 
Baby Cambridge’s new 
palace. In November, the 
33-year-old and husband 
Prince William (along 
with 20-month-old son 
George and cocker spaniel 
Lupo) bid farewell to their 
20-room spread in Lon- 
don’s Kensington Palace, 
moving 115 miles north 
to Anmer Hall. Located 
in Norfolk’s sleepy village 
of Anmer (population: 

631), the 10-bedroom 
country house will serve 
as the family’s main home 
for the next two years as 
William, 32, works as an 
East Anglian Air Ambu- 
lance pilot. And after a 
$2.2 million renovation, 
the Georgian manor — a 
stone’s throw from Queen 
Elizabeth’s Sandringham 
Estate retreat — is ready 
for its newest tenant. “The 
scaffolding came off the 
building at the start of 


the year and the painters 
and decorators left at the 
end of February,” says a 
source. “Nearly everything 
is finished.” 

IHOME SWEET MANOR 

How’s that for nest- 
ing? Before taking up 
residence, the duchess 
oversaw a complete over- 
haul of the 18th-century 
property (a gift from Queen 
Elizabeth shortly after 
Kate announced her first 
pregnancy). The roof was 
replaced, bathrooms were 
updated and both kitch- 
ens (one for the family, 
one for the help) were 
redone, says a source close 
to the couple. Workers 
also added a conservatory, 
outfitted two nurseries 
(royal heirs don’t share) 
and renovated the pool, 
where George can practice 
swimming. As he paddles, 
the toddler will look at a 
perfectly landscaped vista. 
“They had trees and plants 
brought in for privacy,” ex- 
plains the insider. “Kate’s 
looking forward to spring, 
when everything is grown 
in and she can spend more 
time outside with George 
and Lupo.” 

Much of the indoor 
decor was selected by 
Kate herself. The duchess 
scoured London stores for 
furniture (she purchased 
a pair of $2,000 side 
tables from home design 
retailer Andrew Martin) 
and local antique shops 
such as Mews Antiques 
Emporium for decorative 
pieces. Now, all that’s left 
on Kate’s plate — besides 
what she describes as 
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“chasing after” her curious 
George — is to find some- 
one to run the sprawling 
estate. When the original 
housekeeper defected 
for a job with the queen, 
Kate’s parents, Michael 
and Carole Middleton, 
pitched in. But on March 
5, confirms a source, 

Kate and William placed 
an advert in Britain’s 
longest-running women’s 
magazine. The Lady, seek- 
ing a housekeeper with 
experience “ideally within 
a large private house.” 
(They also intend to hire 
a night nurse.) Among the 
tasks expected of the live- 
in help: cleaning all rooms 
“to a high standard,” 
scrubbing dishes and 
flatware and overseeing 
Kate’s massive collection 
of designer clothing. “On 
occasions,” reads the ad, 
“the role will also involve 
the preparation of meals, 
assisting with childcare 
and caring for dogs.” 


ILIFEINTHEBURBS 

After all, sometimes Mum 
and Dad need time off. A 
source says the pair are 
looking to make the most 
of their new town. While 
the tiny village boasts no 
shops or restaurants (the 
closest grocery store is a 
10-minute drive away!), 
William is fond of nearby 
eatery the Dabbling Duck. 
(It won Eastern Daily Press’ 
Best Pub Food award.) “For 
William and Kate, being at 
Anmer Hall reminds them 
of their days in Anglesey,” 
a source says of their time 
as newlyweds living on the 
small Wales isle. “They’ll 
enjoy family time privately. 
Kate’s looking forward to 
life in Norfolk.” US
